Cixcrsxary, Nov. 8 —FElection in Ohio
today is for members of the general assem-
bly and state offices and for county and
township offices.

But the Vote is the Lightest of Any
Fall Election for Four Years and
is Away Off.

The Vote Compared With That of 1886 -
Comparative Quietness of the Day
—A Few Knock-Downs at
the Palls.

Election day dawned delightfully eool,
hright and bracing—republican  weather
from the jump go. The last preliminaries
were coneluded last night and the eity went
to bed much earlier than usual on the night
preceeding election.  All the parties held
final rallies last night except the democrats,

The election today is proceeding very
quietly and the vote will fall bebind the
figures of & year ago by almost one-third.
The polls were manned this morning with
little friction. At the Southern engine
house, precinet B of the Tth ward, the
democrats  and  union  labor followers
fused and elected a judge each, the republi-
cans also getting one.  Inciaental te the
early morning organization, Thomas
republican, and John Hall, demoerat,
foto & wrangle over counting noses, and
Lot knocked his joint debater down with a
cane. There came near being s general
rackel among the hot-headed ones of both
parties, but there was no further disturb-
ance aud no arrests,

At precinet A, Fifth ward, this rorning,
John Dice, a spiritualist and probibition
mosaic, attacked Wi, Arbogast and struck
him & smashing blow in the mouth. This
row also died early amd there was no further
trouble. No trouble is reported from any
of the other wards, but complaint was
wade by democrats this morning that
democratic tickets could not be had st
either of the voling precinets.

The vote is so remarkably light, that it
is hard to tell which party is suffering the
most.
